be heavy, 
there wa** no definite or accurate in­ 
formation in possession of buy one. 
It is now decisively known that those 
losses for the years Iii!0, 1911 and 
1912, conservatively valued, aggregat­ 
ed $1,000,000. 
The virulency and 
magnitude 
of 
the epidemic of hog cholera, as prov­ 
er. by the investigations of Dr. B. W. 
Murphy and his force of assistant in­ 
spectors, 
have 
steadily 
increased 
since 1911, when 
the 
losses 
were 
about 8 per cent of the total number 
raised; almost 2G per cent in 1912, 
and for the period of 1913, up to Au­ 
gust I, about 15 per cent, while re­ 
ports from other 
counties 
indicate 
that this year's losses will range from 
30 to 35 per cent of the entire num­ 
ber raised. 
It ought to Interest every hog own­ 
er in Pettis county to know that Dr. 
Murphy's investigations of the origin 
and spread of hog cholera infection 
or the various farms demonstrated 
that 33 per cent became infected by 
the owner visiting infected farms, ex­ 
changing labor in the filling cd silos, 
baling hay, etc.; 33Vfe per cent was 
earricMl by birds and dogs having ae­ 
d e s to dead carcasses permitted to 
lay exposed in violation of the law 
requiring immediate burning; IO per 
cent was brought to farms by pur­ 
chase of new* stock. 
The remaining 
pecentage of contagion can be attrib­ 
uted to various causes, such as im­ 
proper disinfection of premises after 
< holera prevailed, < transmission 
by 
streams and the escape of animals 
from a cholera-infected farm. 
The efforts of Dr. Murphy and his 
assistants for the control of this cost­ 
ly plague have been remarkably suc­ 
cessful, as will be shown by their 
records now’ being compiled, that will 
be available for publication.

Armed Men Replace the Racks After 
They Are Consigned to Dump­ 
ing Ground—Case Will Get 
to Court of Appeals. 


Neosho, Mo., Dec. 8.—The city of 
Neosho, and. in fact, the greaser part 
of Newton county, is stirred over a 
controversy between the city officials 
and the farmers of this section with 
regard to an attempt, so far unsuc­ 
cessful. by the city to dismantle a 
row of hitchracks about the public 
sqaure and the county court house 
building. 
Tile farmers, armed with shotguns, 
spades and picks, have been able to, 
prevent a second 
removal 
of 
the 
hitching posts, but. a lengthy legal 
battle is expected before the contro­ 
versy is* ended. 
Fifteen farmers, armed with shot­ 
guns, drove into Neosho last Friday 
morning, bringing in tfieir wagons 
the despised hitchracks which the 
city officials had condemned to the 
dumping grounds near the city. The 
farmers did not hesitate about re­ 
placing the posts and 
railing, 
and, 
while some of them stood guard with 
shotguns, 
their 
associates 
worked 
with pick and shovel until the work 
was finished. 
City Marshal Yadon attempted to 
prevent the action of the farmers, 
but he was outnumbered. 
During a 
controversy between him and one of 
the leaders, weapons were drawn and 
jt was feaerd that there 
might 
be 
bloodshed before the men were sepa­ 
rated. 
Bystanders interfered, howr- 
ever, and 
prevented further hostili­ 
ties. 
The 
farmers 
contend 
that 
the 
hitchracks are 
located 
on ground 
owner 
by 
the county and that the 
city has no right to remove them 
without consent of the county court. 
The city claims that 
the 
public 
square is under control of the city 
council and that it may remove the 
hitchracks 
at 
will. 
The 
hitching 
posts 
and railing surround a small 
park about the county court house. 
The controversy probably will be 
taken to the Springfield court of ap­ 
peals, according to city official. Bus­ 
iness men about the public square 
are divided in the controversy and 
are anxious that the matter should be 
settled amicably. 
It is believed that the farmers will 
agree 
to the removal of the racks 
about 
the court house square if the 
city will provide 
other 
convenient 
hitching places for the convenience 
af the farmers.
